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abstract 

Provided is an alphabetical, state-by-state listing 
of state requirements fot certification* in the education of - 
handicapped children which includes information on types of 
certificates required, general requirements, and requirements . 
specific to various disability areas. General requirements include 
such matters as official transcripts, health certificate, 
professional references’, birth, certificate, and certificate from an 
in-state institution. Types of certification are said to be a 
specific special education certificate or an endorsem^t attached to 
a regular elementary or' secondary certificate. Listed are course, 
requirements, competency requirements, and extra training, experience 
or education necessary for specializing in specific disability areas.

that persons interested or involved in teaching or administering educational 
programs for exceptional ‘^children can now turn^to for specific state require- 
ments., . . 

Until now, to obtain this information, .persons have had to write to state 
officers even for initial information. The reported teacher excess of the past 
' few years has led many teachers of thq* non -handicapped to the process of. deter- 
mining the Tequirement’s -ripeded for a transition, to- sped ail education ccrtifica- • 
ti'on and •subsequent employment. Often, this process- wa.s started by writing to 
large numbers of individual state, offices for the information. Likewise, 
current special educatioii student and the special education graduate, Vho 6ave f 
• no geographical limitations, face difficulty, when trying to gather certi ficatioii 

‘information from a variety of states. It i^ the •primary purpose of tljis document ’ 

- to help alleviate the -problems, experienced by all persons attempting to locate 
initial, information pertinent .‘to their ^estions concerning certification for 
I . . edu<^ating handicapped children or adirfi nis.tering programs for them.. It will, of 

course'i be the function, of the state to interpret actual and specific certifica- 
tion requirements but it is hooped that this, manual will answer many initial • 

* questions . , . y

This document may al^o be used to conduct comparative analysis of-require- 
ment!^ an^ ‘certification standards in the states. Concomitantly, it will be .a. 
unique addition to the literature and may stimulate further comparative work 
pertaining to course content. Similarly, this document can also serve as a 

base line from which to measure future changes in certification requirements. 

* ■ • 

This manual is not intended to provide information about all aspects of 
the certification process when furj:her ".specific* information as required or 
forms 'are n.eeded. There are several alternatives that may be followed. If . 
pre^ntly ‘matriculating at' an university, inquiries should be made at the 
placement office or the college or ^^artmeht of education. These^off ices ^ 
usually are vfell equipped with info^ation about the state in which the train- 
ing progr^ is located and immediate neighboring states. Persons planning to 
remain in-state may also inquire at administration- offices in local school 
districts. If the needed information is not available' in either of these 
places,’ however, writing to the Director of Speqial Education, Department of. 
Education or Public Instruction (dep..;,iding dn yo’ifr'tTJ'r^^S ndesignatlonjT 5Ld’CC~-~ 

. Office Building,, capitol city, state, will be helpful . The specifics of this 
addres^s will, of course, .vary from s£ate to state, but using this general , 
jiddress will insure contact at the state level. ' ; • > ^ 

The information, contained in the document was .initial ly taken directly from 

• the certification requirements published by each sii'ate. To insure accuracy and to 
avoid errors of interpretation in the coding process, tlie requirements of each 

.state were reviewed in the office of the 'corresponding State Director of Special 
Education. . 
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Lack of financial support should not- deter interested persons from pursuing 
a career in “the e4uca^on of handicapped* children because there ;is a variety of 
forms of financial assistance, that artf available.* * ' ,

Perhnps fthe most signifi'canj: assistance program, comes from, the federal govern- 
ment undeV ■•PuWic Law 8S-926 as amended by, Phrt D, Ifitie VI ^^''PL 91-230, which 
provides for junior and -s ini or year traineeships’ and master's and doctoral fellow- • 
'Ships. This program is administered by the Btireau of EducatiN)n for the Handicapped 
in the U.S. Office of Education, and' funds are' allocated tO' colleges arid state 
departments of education. The mdney to colleges is most often allocated .by • 
disability areas. Some of these funds areafso used for summer institutes arid 
other special training programs. A booklet-; Programs for PTOfessiortal Training' 
in Special Eflucation , published by the Bureau of Education for the Handicapped, 
(Department of Health, Education and- Welfare, Office {^ Education-, 7tK'8 DjSts., 4 
S.Wi, Washington, D.C. 20202) lists by disability and also agency where the 
funds for each academic year have been .allocated. Applications are generall/ 
submitted for pai^ticipation in the j^rogram by March for the succeeding summpr and ‘ 
academic y^ar. Application to individual colleges are made directly to the ■ 
college. State administered funds however., are applied for directly to individual 
state departments of education. To obtain information about those funds , "Write to-. 
the Director o£ Special Education, State Department of Education, 

NDEA (National Defense Education Act) funds have been available for some time 
to provide students with loans to obtain higher education. Specific provision for 
full forgiveness (payment) of the loan through teaching is possible, for teachers 
of the handicapped.. Application for these funds is made to the college that a 
.student is attending or plans to attend. After the completion of the education, 
the loan recipient; who teaches "the handicapped reduces the loan, by 1S% for each 
complete year up to 100% forgiveness ..

■ For teachers already certified to work with nonKandica'pped children, the 
Bureau of Educational Personnel Development has funds available for grants- to 
local education agencies", universities, 'and other public and private agencies 
to provide training in special education. 

Other sources of assistance are available through state sources. State 
scholarship programs do not exist in all states and are generally less compre- 
hensive than the federal programs. A description 'of state laws in this area ^ 
can/ be obtained by requesting a copy of "State {.aws Relating to Ffnancial

In addition to public sources of funds, there is a growing availability 
of funds from the private sector. Organizations such as the Association for 
Retarded Children (ARC) have some scholarships available for training. Infor- 
mation about these can be obtained from state ARC units. Civic associations 
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such as the Lions^ Rotary Club, Elks, and women's clubs also ofte/i provide 
scholarships ^n the area of special education. ' To obtain further infom)ation 
about thesO types of scholarships, contact should be made to the 'State or local 
chapter of such organizations in your own locality, and to high school or 
college guidance counselors or fin«incial assistance offices. 

• The successful collection of any' national ly distributed base information 
is a complex and time consuming task which requires the cooperation and 
assistance of a large number of people. For the- preparation of this document 
the people.who had the most responsibility were the individual state directors 
of special education who initially provided the raw data for the preparation 
of the master lists of requirements and equally important, reviewed th§ coded 
material for their own states. What must be pointed out is ^that without the 
assistance of the state directors of special education, the, manual could not 

have been produced. ^ .
